De Gaulle’s return to power.

Reynaud 
was 
De 
Gaulle’s choice for president of 
the National Assembly when the 
Fifth Republic was installed in 
1959.

Chaban-Delmas 
op­ 
posed 
Reynaud 
and won. 
By 
protocol the job ranked fourth in 
France, 
but 
Chaban-Delmas 
was never invited to move clos­ 
er to the formation of policy. 
Thus 
Chaban-Delmas 
has 
been a faithful Gaullist in his 
own fashion and can confidently 
claim to represent a continuity 
of Gaullist policy. But he has 
also been an outsider to the real 
inner circle, and can pretend to 
bring a new face and new m eth­ 
ods of government.

For the first time, Van Putten 
gave details of his capture in

He said he attacked 
his guard and “took off” but 
was quickly recaptured. 
The soldier said his 
guards 
were doubled but there was no 
attem pt to punish him for try­ 
ing to escape. Van Putten said 
his captors “ were good to m e”

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Oil Depletion 


The Ivos Angeles Times News Service re­ 
ported the other day that President Nixon has 
advised Rep. Wilbur Mills ID-Ark.), chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, that he 
would veto any tax reform bill that would affect 
the oil depletion allowance. Til is casts a cloud 
over prospects for enactment of any significant 
tax reform bill. 
More than any other tax loophole, perhaps, 
the oil depletion allowance has symbolized tile 
inequities in the present federal tax system that 
allow some high income receipients to pay rela­ 
tively low taxes. The oil depletion allowance per­ 
mits operators of oil and natural gas wells to de­ 
duct 27.5 per cent of gross revenues before pay­ 
ing taxes. Actually, it is one of several tax breaks 
that are employed uniquely by the oil industry, 
♦ 
* 
* 
An article in the National Observer points 
out that, because of these tax breaks, Atlantic 
Richfield Co. reported income before taxes of 
$377,942,000 in the years 1965 through 1967, 
but paid no federal income taxes. Standard Oil 
of California reported income before taxes in 
1967 of $513,067,000 and paid $6,000,000 in fed­ 
eral corporate income taxes, which amounts to 
1.2 per cent, far below’ the tax rate for other 
industries. 
For years there has been talk in the halls 
of Congress about doing something about the 
oil depletion allowance. But Southern members 
of Congress have stood monolithically against 
any downward revision in the tax credit. 
The climate seems to have changed some­ 
what now. There is a groundswell of support 
for tax reform, and one of the most conspicuous 
objects of reform is the oil depletion allowance. 
Rep. Mills, himself a Southerner, is quoted as 
having told oil and gas industry lobbyists that 
the depletion allowance is the biggest “symbolic 
target” for tax reform. 
It is interesting to note that almost no one 
Is pushing for abolition of the depletion allow­ 
ance. Tile goal of tax reformers is a rollback in 
the percentage of allowance. Tile most extreme 
mentioned is a cutback to 15 per cent. A more 
likely figure would be a compromise between 15 
per cent and the existing 27.5 per cent, say 
around 22 per cent. In fact, an industry source 
was quoted as saying the big oil companies are 
ready to accept 23 per cent rollback spread out 
over four years.

The general taxpaying public, which has 
helped to underwrite the tremendous tax ad­ 
vantages that have been accorded the oil in­ 
dustry these many years, must hope that Rep. 
Mills will prevail in this issue against the Presi­ 
dent. 
Tf Congress adopted a comprehensive tax 
reform package which included a reduction in 
the oil depletion allowance, it might be political­ 
ly explosive for President Nixon to veto the bill, 
as he has threatened to do. 
Taxpayers have manifested more than a 
passing interest in enactment of tax reform in 
this session of Congress. They might not take 
a charitable view of a veto that would deny them 
this promised and badly needed bit of legislation. 


Disarming The Public 


Will it soon be illegal to own a kitchen knife? 
It is, after all, a potential weapon, and the move­ 
ment to disarm the public continues its illogical 
way*. 
For years the public has been badgered by 
self-appointed “experts” who claim to see great 
danger in the average person’s owning firearms 
because firearms kill. 
At the same time that the campaign goes 
on to take away our means of self-defense, the 
courts have been making it easier for criminals 
to perpetrate acts of violence by letting them 
off on technicalities and making it more diffi­ 
cult for the police to arrest and prosecutors to 
convict. 
Not satisfied with increasing the problems 
of owning pistols and rifles, the advocates of a 
disarmed public are now trying to get the var­ 
ious chemical agents, such as MACE, off the 
general market. People have resorted to weap­ 
ons like MACE because guns are hard to obtain, 
and they fear the growth of crime. 
Now, if the experts have their way, people 
won’t be able to buy this means of defense, eith­ 
er. 
The same argument is being used to stop 
the sale of chemical agents as has been used to 
deprive people of guns. These agents can be used 
to commit crimea. But so can a pillowcase. 
The sensible solution is not to make the 
public even more susceptible to attack by crim­ 
inals but to make the penalty stiffer for the use 
of weapons in the commission of crimes. Tile 
public should have every right to own and use 
guns, or whatever, to protect lives and property. 
If weapons are misused, that is the time 
to crack down. Government should not make it 
more difficult for the law-abiding to defend 
themselves. It should instead make it too ex­ 
pensive, in terms of punishment, for the crim­ 
inal to use weapons to break the laws.

Prisoners took over a cell block 
briefly at tile Minnesota State 
Reform atory Friday night, set 
fire to office furnishings and ri­ 
fled a narcotics cabinet, Super­ 
intendent W.F. McRae said. 
Smoke filled the cell block 
•nd forced the 150 insurgents to 
give up, he said. One prisoner 
suffered a fractured skull and a 
broken nose when another pris­ 
oner struck him and 40 required 
treatm ent for narcotics reac­ 
tions, the superintendent said. 
Reform atory authorities said 
the trouble started at a softball 
gam e when one prisoner hit an­ 
other on the head with a bat. 
Two guards w ere taking the 
team s back to their cell block 
when the players broke free 
from the guards and started re­ 
leasing other inm ates of the cell 
block. The guards fired tear 
gas. the superintendent said. 
The prisoners ignited files and 
furniture in the officers, causing 
damage estim ated at “ several 
thousand 
dollars.”
